An officer who left Fort Barker, Kansas, ten days 


ago reports great uneasiness among the Caeyennes, 
Arapahoes, Klowas and some of the Comancne 
bands.

The 
approach of summer, however, seems to arouse 
afresh their warlike spirit, and again the plains and 
frontier settlements are threatened with, a summer 
of devastation and bloodshed. The chiefs of the 
tribes declare that their goods are withheld from 
them and the promises of the government have not 
been fulfilled. 
Most or these Indians are in the 


vicinity of Medicine Bluff creek, and received their 
annuities there In February last. Those that have 
not come in have no right to expect anything. The 
complaints are considered nothing more than the 
forerunners of another outbreak as soon as the grass 
Is sufficiently advanced and the ponies have recn 
Berated In strength ana flesh. 


New York Sensation Rumors Denied.

•ome of the New York papers, to the effect that 
United States Marshal Barlow had sent a despatch 
to the Department of State relative to the sailing of 
an expedition from New York for Cuba and had re- 
ceived no reply, Mr. Fish telegraphed the Marshal to 
know If ne had sent such a despatch.

Information has been received here from Haytl to 


the effect that the government aud people of tnat 
island are highly indignant at the appointment of a 
negro to represent the government of the United 
States at that court. It appears that the aristocratic 
negroes of Haytt look aown. with contempt upon 
their sable brethren In this country, and regard the 
action of our government in appointing a negro 
minister as, to say the least, a slighting of them, if 
not an insult. The feeling In Haytl on this subject 
seems to be based upon the idea that a negro was 
given the place because a white man could not be 
found who would take It. All the other nations, 
they say, had white men accredited to their courts, 
with tho exception of Haytl and Liberia, both negro 
governments, and nobody but negroes would tako 
these places. The thing Is regarded as a good Joke 
at the State Department and^ln government circles 
generally.

dent has signified his£-cadlness to receive them 
Governor Wclla had his say somo days since abont 
the constitution, and the President has heard also 
Mr. GUbert C. Walker, who is the candidate for Gov- 
ernor of the other wing of the republicans. The 
conservative committee will ask, it is understood, 
for a separate vote on tho test oath and disfranchlse- 
ment clauses, the county organization features and 
the provision which denies to the Legislature power 
to pass a relief or stay law ror the temporary relief 
or debtors.

There was a brilliant running flght in the Assem- 


bly all day over the tax levies. It began early, and 
continued until midnight * The republicans voted 
both ways, anil denounced each other in the choicest 
terms. A substitute for the city levy, reported 
from the committee, was offered by Kings In. the 
shape of a bundle of amendments, which, 
the republicans charged. Increased the original levy 
by three millions, but which really adds only about 
one million to it. The substitute was passed by a 
vote of 88 to 52. On the county levy the battle was 
positively fierce; charges of corruption were freely 
bandied about, Selkreg being the chief Impeacher 
of members of the republican partir. There was a 
good deal more run than anger manifested In the 
contest, and a gooa deal more absurdity than either. 
The bin, having been ordered to a third reading, 
was passed, by a vote of 68 to S2. 
Tne Excise law was Killed in the Senate to-flay 


by a postponement to the 4tn of July. This finishes 
the bill and leaves the Excise law in its original 
shape. 


The Registry law passed the Assembly to-night 
as also did the bill proviaing against the issue or 
use of fraudulent naturalization paoers. The bill 
for an additional stenographer for the Marine Court 
passed and went to the Governor for his signature. 
The tone or adjournment is stul uncertain.

The Attempted Purchase of the bland of St. 


Thomas by Mr. Seward. 


[From the London Dally News, April 26.] 
The delay which has attended tne attempt to pass 
through the United States Senate a ratification of Mr. 
Sewaru's purchase of the Island of St. Thomas from 
Denmark Is certainly embarrassing to the latter 
Power ana Its dependency, but it Is doubtful whether 
a contemporary la correct in attributing it to "the 
enmity ot the Senate towards the ex-President and 
Mr. Sewarti." It Is hardly the fault of the American 
Senate If Danish Ministers read the constitution of 
the United states carelessly, and ascrlue to a Secre- 
tary of facate powers which he does not possess. 
Durinc the late civil war it seemed necessary that 
the Washington administration should be permitted 
certain quasi legislative functions under what was 
called the "war power," but the complaint of the 
Congrts-i is tliat Mr. Seward contracted in those 
days certain habits not quite consistent with the nor- 
mal functions or the government. When President 
Jellerson pmehasul of 1 ranee t be vast territory of 
Louisiana at a iriflmc cost he acknowledged to the 
senate that he had done what was unconstitutional, 
bat appealed for tlie appro\al and Indemnity, which 
were cordiallj conceded on thii mround that he had 
t hereby secured what all held to De a great advantage. 
When Mi. beward purchased from Kuasla the terrl 
lory of Alaska the act was none the less extra con- 
stitutional, while tue advantage was mure doubt- 
ful,

For example, here In Bug- 
land, when air Reverdy Johnson agre ed to a treaty 
Tor the settlement of the American claims, a lead- 
ing conservative organ insisted, day after day, 
t.iat his action was in itself final, and that 
tne Senate had nothing to say about it. 
If 
an English newspaper could 
mnKa such a 
jnistaKo, it is hardly wonderful that others should 
nave regarded the treaty as in some moral* sense 
binding, and should have deemed its rejection by the 
Son ite as an act ol peculiar discourtesy. It certainly 
would have been so Had it Been France or Brnssta 
which had similarly -ejected the action of its own 
Minister. But there Is no trace of any consciousness 
in America that the country was at all involved in 
Vie proceedings ot Mr. Reveray Johnson, it is manl- 
rcsiiy desirable for tho mutual good understanding 
or, 11 parties that the fact ahonld be recognized that 
We tuidltional standard of diplomatic intercourse 
lura been materially modified In America, and that 
the action ol Cabinets at Washington and their Min- 
jau'M abroad should be viewed til more strict accord- 
ance with their partial powers as limited and deuned 
by tho constitution of their country. 
The fnct to which we nave adverted la a very grave 
•one, as the complications which have arisen from tho 
.failure to weigh it sufficiently show. We hear from 
t?me to time of a party in America, Including some 
eminent statesmen, whiui maintains that tne spirit 
or their constitution and people is inconsistent with 
tne retention of the ordinary lorm and machinery ot 
OU World diplomacy. They noid that the acts of 
an American Minister in a foreign country cannot 
mean what la meant by the acu of a similar agent 
from a monarchy, and that their international inter- 
course should be conducted exclusively by special 
envoys for special purposes. 
Tins opinion lonnd 
considerable expression during tho discussion in 
Congress some time *80 concerning tne wearing of 
court costumes by American representatives abroad, 
the late President of the Senate ana others declar- 


tog that in any are's tho American Ministers could 
only apnear in, false characters at foreign courts. 
Recent experience shows how easily an. American 
Minister may Innocently on his part, be Invested by 
many people >n the country to which he is sent with 
an illusive authority, which, when It disappears, 
mav subject hlni to imputations really unwarranta- 
ble. Ana so long as Cabinet Ministers at Washing- 
ton are not directly responsible to Congress that 
wolcb is the real limitation of their power Is liable 
to be understood as the absence of any check to their 
authority, and when their dealings with other gov- 
ernments come to be questioned or set aside by the 
senate it is but natural that the governments in 
question should feel as if they had been imposed 
upon.. Of course such feelings could not arise were 
the American constitution more attentively perused, 
as it Is very lllcely to be after such practical illustra- 
tions of its bearing on other countries as have been, 
furnished by tne incidents to which we have re- 
ferred. 


SPAIN. 


Garibaldi on the Affairs of Spain. 


The Movtmento 9f Genoa, of the 24th, ult., publishes 


the following letter addressed by Garibaldi to Mr. 
Garrldo, a member of the Spanish Cortes:— 


The resolution of Cobnrg is worthy of praise. I 
hope It will serve as a lesson to those people who are 
so smitten witn. toe idea of revolution. Myself and 
all those who sincerely love the noble nation of Spain 
are anxious to see her rid herself of the 111-becomintr 
part of tue Irogs m the fable. To aslc for a Slog 
when all other nations of the earth are disgusted 
with them Is not suitable to the proud character of 
your peoole. Greece deplores the blindness of its 
monarchists, who went begging for an offshoot of 
the royal race to all parts of Europe—and which 
was accorded them more as an act of cha 
nty—and the 
population of 
Greece, 
which 
is not very numerous, was obliged to agree 
to the wishes of its great protectors. But Spain is 
not In want of protectors; she can raise her head 
against any Power, however strong. And is Spain 
really so poorly off for men, thatyou are forced to 
take Diogenes' lantern to assist yon m your search 
all over the world? Have yon not got Espartero, 
Orense, Castelar, JPieirad and all your fellow citizen 
republicans, who are the admiration of all Honest 
men! Let one of them be named dictator or Wng 
(if you have so much inclination lor that title), t>ut 
let him be named at once, and not to two years 
time. If the ayuntamientos of your large cities had 
adopted that determination from the commence- 
ment we should have been spared the massacres 
or Cadiz, Malaga and Seres. What has been neg- 
lected by the juntas can be effected by the 
Cortes, and such a resolution, although tardy, 
will be worthy of the Areopagus that now rules the 
destiny of your country. I am a republican, out 
am not at present infavor of the government of the 
500. which, although reasonable. Is not adapted to 
the urgency in the midst otwMch. we are now ex- 
isting. The walls of Constantinople were attacked 
by Mahomet U. while the 500 doctors were discuss- 
ing whether the communion, ought to be partaken 
ot with leavened or unleavened bread. At this mo- 
ment your walls are besieged by two Mahomets, 
worse by far ttan that Sultan, of which clericalism 
is one. Our hand is ready to salute the great tri- 
umph of the republic in the country, traditional for 
its intolerances in respect to tyranny. Let all those 
who aspire to the reossertlon of men's rights be 
made joyfnL In all matters between us your atti- 
tude has been that of the Honest man that you are 
at heart. I am yours lor life,

Close of tee french Chambers. 


In the sitting of the Legislative Body on the 25ti 
ult. the extraordinary estimates were passed by 226 
votes against it 


The bill relative to the pension of old soldiers was 
adopted by 218 votes against 6. M. Schneider the 
President, then delivered the closing speech of the 
session. He thanked the Chamber lor its sympa- 
thetic co-operation, and praised its enliehtened and 
patriotic devotion. He added:—"The legislation o 
this session will mate its mart upon history. We 
have advanced with a arm step lu the liberal de 
velopment or our Institutions, asserting our control 
without impeding tne progress of legislation, and 
constantly seconding at the same time the icltative 
or the sovereign in the development of our public 
liberties under a power which gives effectual protec- 
tion to order and security. In concert witu the 
sovereign we have realized a solid and durable pro- 
gress favorable to the moral ana material pros- 
perity of France. I hope that the next Chamber will 
manifest similar sentiments of duty towards the 
country, of respect and gratitude towards the Em- 
peror, "f 


FRANCE AND BELGIUM 


The Belgian Ruiliroy Difficulty—Strange Hu- 


mors. 


The Paris correspondent of the London Daily 
News, under date of April 2S, gives the following in 
relation to the trouble at present existing between 
France and Belgium:— 
II the InatpenOtmce received here to-day be well 
toiotmea, M. Frere-prban has made a proposal to 
settle the Belgian tttfficutty-wnicn oeaia aaeatutJiow 
to the Independence of his country and stamps him 
as one of the weaKestand most pnsilanimoos states- 
man that ever had the destinies of a country com- 
mitted to their care. The IndepenOance asserts that 
he has ouered to make over to the French Eastern 
Company a portion of the Great Luxemburg, 
merely stipulating that the Belgian government 
should purchase the line 
before making the 
transfer I This is so preposterous an announce- 
ment that t cannot believe it to be true. 
Even If M. Orban had made such, a proposal neither 
Us colleagues nor tbe Belgian Parliament would 
ratify it, aud moreover the French government, bent 
on showing its power by humiliating Belgium, would 
not accept or a compromise or any land. So rar as 
[ am concerned, 1 view the information ofthe Inae- 
oenaance with the greatest distrust; its French bias 
is so evident that one might suppose that its sneclal 
ettera about the Belgian difficulty were concocted at 
:ne French Home Office or at the French Legation at 
Brussels. Moreover, all the Intelligence received 
from Brussels to-day is utterly at variance with that 
supplied by the ItuZej>en.am«#. The Ktatl Belye, 
which Is ta a better position to know what the 
viewB of the Belgian government are than the jncie- 
nenaance, distinctly states that the Cabinet at Brus- 
sels does not mean to yield to the preposterous pre- 
fusions of France, are prepared to appeal to the 
Powers which have guaranteed Belgian neutrality 
for protection. However that may be, It must be ad- 
mitted that M. Frere-Orban's protracted stay In Paris 
is ominous ta the extreme, and I have reason to be- 
lieve that it is Regarded with great displeasure at 
Brussels. So doubt it is pleasant for M. Orban to 
be - lionized to the top of his bent Dulce est 
Oestpere—but in Zoco—and this Is neither the time 
nor the place. 


AUSTRIA 


Opening of the Uangarta*! &iet~-Specch of 


tho Emperor. 


Both houses of the Hungarian Diet were opened 
in Pcsth, on the 26th ult, oy the Emperor Francis 
Joseph in person. The lollowingis a brief resume 
of the DroceVsdlngB:—Tue speech from ttie throne, 
delivered by his Majesty, states that though the State 
organization was regulated at the last session ot the 
Diet, still the favorable results then arrived at were 
not in themselves sufficient guarantees lor the wei- 
'arc of the country. His Majesty therefore invited 
;he Diet to co operate with him in introducing domes- 
lc reform, and promised that to that end-bills shonld 
>e laid before It relative to civil and criminal law, 
municipal reform, the reorganization of the upper 
house, a revision of the electoral and press Jaws, 
as well as measures In reference to the ncrht of pub- 
ic meeting, association, superior educatlo'nal estab- 
Ishments, the university sjstem, commercial regu- 
atlons, joint stocK companies, new railways, public 
vorks, financial reform ann International treaties. 
With regard to foreign politics his Majesty said:— 
The friendly relations which subsist between us and 
'orelgn Powers permit us to hope for the malu- 
enance of peace, so necessary for the execution of 
internal reforms. 
This speech was received with loud cheering. 
)urlng the Inaugural ceremony the Hungarian and 
Croatian tn-colors were hoisted beside the royal 
tandaid on the Castle of 8uda. 


PRUSSIA. 


Tho Absorption of Another Dnchy by Bis- 


marck. 


The Indepenaance Btme ofa recent date flays:— 
The incorporation of the little Duchy of Lauen- 
inrg with the Prnflaian monarchy is decided on; the 
Diet of that small btate will meet on the 3d May to 
sanction the result of the negotiations which have 
aken place at Berlin on this subject between Count 
Bismarck and the delegates of the duchy. 
This 
annexation ra Ises several interesting questions. AS 
may be remembered the province was acquired by 
Prussia and Austria In tho treaty with Denmark, 
and King William afterwards purchased with ready 
noney tne rights which, his co-proprietor had ob- 
lned by conquest. Since then Lanonburg has 
rmed pan or the Confederation of the North, as a 
special possession of the Prussian crown. The qnes- 
3on la now to transfer it from the royal domain to 
that of the people. Among the matters to be decided 
will be to which province, Hanover or Schleswle, 
ihis small district, only containing »o,ooo inhabi- 
:ants, and too small to form a government by itself 
a to be annexed. Tho Diet of Laaenbnre will proba^ 
bly be consulted on that point 


RUSSIA. 


in Central ABIK. 


The exchange of opinions between the British and 


Russian governments on tho state of Central Asia 
Is thus animadverted npon In the Moscow Gazette: _ 


What tfte have foreseen for a couple of months has 
come to pass England and Russia have entered 
upon "a negotiation of a most friendly and satisfac- 
tory character" respecting Aglatlc affairs. It la not 
very Intelligible, though, why Mr. Gladstone, in let- 
ting Parliament Into the secret, shonld have thoncht 
it necessary to confine his disclosures to tne few 
words we have just quoted. Ordinarily It is only in 
the case of difficult negotiations, or when war and 
peace are at issue, that British Ministers deem 
It 
incumbent 
npon 
ibem to give evasive 
answers to questions of a diplomatic naturo 


put 
to them in Parliament. 
Neither belni 
the case in the present instance we are at 
loss to divine why greater communicativeness o 
the part of the Minister might, as be uaid, interfer 
witn the satisfactory progress of the analr. Wha 
progress? What analr? Probably the British gov 
eminent have reasons of their own for H ishiug to 
prevent the matter being discussed by tae represen 
tatives or the country. However tnat may be, tne 
press, not being fettered by diplomatic consldera 
tions. ought to sirt this particular subject 'all tin 
more carefully. Opinions enunciated byindependen 
papers, though not binding upon governments, mai 
yet serve to throw considerable light noon the sub- 
ject under discussion, and had better be published 
while as yet it Is not too late to influence the de 
clsions to be arrived at 
We have watched tue 
English press since it flrst beaan to speak o 
the necessity of effecting 
some 
arrauKcmenl 
between Rnssia and England teaching centra 
Asia. Among the expedients proposed by the 
English 
papers 
there 
was 
one 
suggesting 
that 
Afghanistan 
should 
be 
converted 
into 
a neutral State, on the Belgian uattern, and the ad- 
joining Knanates be included "io, the privacies of 
European national law. But we cannot brmz our- 
selves to believe that English politicians should ha>e 
really hit uoon the device of mating us en^aee not 
to extend our frontiers beyond a certain point, or 
not to do such and such things in our relations with 
the Knanates. There is too -much political good sense 
irr England to mate them adopt a Basis of nego- 
tiation which could not produce any practical re- 
sults. 
Our suppositions in regard to this are 
strengthened by the circumstance that England has 
hastened to secure, without foreign concurrence, the 
neutrality of Afghanistan, or rather the good will of 
the Afghans, for herself. 
After a lone interval, in 
which England contented herself with the part of a 
vigilant observer, she has recently p»id subsidies 
to Shere All and recognized him as a legitimate 
ruler 
of Afghanistan- 
Quite 
recently 
this 
newly made potentate has been received with much 
theatrical display by tne Governor General of 
India, and it Is rumored 
been promised an 
annual salary of £120,000. Thus England is endeav- 
oring to place herself on good terms with the Ameer 
of Afghanistan, and if Russia is obliged to let her do 
as she pleases England In turn muse be content with 
onr treating the Ameer of Bokhara as wa please. A 
political agreement being, then, entirely oat ot the 
question toe negotiations alluded to by Mr. Glad- 
stone can have reference only to commer-cial inter- 
ests. Our commercial stake in Central Asia is quite 
as Important to us as our political, and if Mr. Wad- 
stone is right in expressing himself with so much 
complacency npon the attitude assumed by our gov 
eminent in their confidential palavers with him, it 
is but too probaole that what he regards as satis- 
factory will not be equally so to our mercantile 
community. AS to the wish of the English papers to 
see English consuls Installed in Tnrtostan and Kus- 
sian consuls inlndia, we cannot ourselves see the good 
it would do. We have no direct commerce with 
India. There are neither Hnssian factories nor Rus- 
sian subjectsto be lound In that conutiy. Why, tHen, 
should we burden our budget with the salaries or 
superfluous reprensantlves 1 And why, indeed, 
shonld England wish to station a consul at Tash- 
kent? Would not his only occupation consist in 
-watching the action of our government, and is he, 
perhaps, to intrigue with the natives and to arm 
them against us ? But recently M. Vambery, in a 
letter to the Times, advised the English to send con- 
suls to the towns of Central Asia. M. Tambery is 
the implacable enemy of Russia, and counsel vouch- 
safed Oy him. ought to serve as timely warning to 
ourselves. Only extreme necessity has forced us to 
extend our Asiatic frontier further sonth. We be- 
lieve we have a right to expect some reward for 
the sacrifices made on that occasion, and, if our 
hopes are fulfilled, shall not only reUln poS- 
session 
of the 
vast 
market "of 
Torklstan, 
but through it gain access to. Chinese Tar- 
tary, a country unapproachable from every other 
side. 
It !s but natural that the English shonld 
try to throw impediments in our way in that direc - 
tlon 
In conclusion, we cannot out repeat the 
opinion expressed by us on a former occasion, that 
In the event of an Eastern war Tnrtostan will be a 
formidable basis of operations for us against the 
English. If, however; we are let alone by the 
English and our Interests aie not interfered with 
we have certainly no cause to menace then: Indian 
Empire. 
In a similar strain Is composed an article in the 
St. Petersburg Goios. According to this, the more 
advanced organ of the national party, 
"The commercial war already being wajed be- 
tween England and Russia on the northern Irontiers 
of Afghanistan, is not at all unlikely to give way 
some day to a combat with more sanguinary wea- 
pons than weignis and measures. In. this case the 
rides presented to the Ameer by the Earl of Mavo 
would stand him in good stead, though, for the mat 
ter ol thar, the Ameer, alter taking pounds sterling 
is quite as USely as not to try roubles for a change."

About S«0 was taken In at the 
gate. At a few minutes after three o'clock the horses 
appeared upon the track, looking in good condition, 
Patchen showing the best of the two, though war- 
saw, wh le he looked and acted as though he had not 
aad work enough for the past few days, evidently 
meant business, and did not propose to allow 
Patclien to walk away with the money. In the toss 
for places Warsaw won the pole, and about hair-past 
three the horses were called up for the start. 


jFirsl Heat.—Alter two attempts they got the word 
Patchen leading some tnree or four lengths, passing 
the half-mile nost lu 1.18, with Warsaw about two or 
three lengths behind. Coming into the homestretch 
there -n as a brush tor the lead, but Patchen main- 
tained his position, crossing the score two lengths 
ahead in 2-MJf.

SPANSSH ACCOUNTS. 


The mall steamer Eagle, Captain Greene, arrived 


yesterday from Havana, via Nassau, with molls and 
passengers. The news from the scene of revolution- 
ary events in Cuba is full and interesting, as will be 
seen by our correspondence given below. 


Arrival of ^Engineers from the Insurrectionary 


Districts—Ufe Among the Patriots—Grand 
Congress at Sibanicn—The War Declared to 
be for Annexation—-The Sugar Crop/ 


HAVANA, April SO, 1809. 


On Wednesday last arrived here from Nnevitas on 


a sailing vessel three American engineers, named 
Orlando c. Smith, of Newark, N. J.; Alexander 
Crumbie, of Sewbnrg, K. Y,. and Tirgil 0. Wheaton, 
of Cape May, N. J., they having been employed on 
certain sugar estates in the jurisdiction of Puerto 
Principe from lost fall up to tne early part of the 
present month. They were among those American 
citizens spoken of by Eear Admiral Hoff in a com- 
munication to the Navy Department, and concern- 
ing whom he had applied to the Captain General, 
who sent orders to his officers in mat section that 
they should facilitate the coming to Havana of such 
Americans as much as possible. 


These engineers were on estates situated some 


fifteen and twenty miles, respectively, from Puerto 
Principe and owuea by Cubans taking an active part 
in the insurrection. Erom the opening of the grind- 
ing season up to the 3d of April operations on the 
estates were actively carried on, the negroes, though 
Informed they w.ere tree, working on as usna'. At 
the time mentioned orders were issued by the insur- 
gent authorities for them to be talcen from the es- 
tates for service in the field, wMch was accordingly 
done, and allworK at once ceased, 


The engineers referred to received nothing from 


their employers, as owing to their long nou-eommu- 
nicatlon with tne outer world they were without 
money- They expressed great regret at this, and 
hoped that the time was not far distant when their 
claims could b? seftlgij. The engineers made their 
Way from Puerto Principe by a circuitous rogte—in 
order to avoid the military operations on the rail- 
way—to Neuvitas, and thence shipped on a schooner 
to this place. During the time they were at work 
the estates were not molested either by government 
or Insurrectionary forces, though some otaersin the 
vicinity were destroyed, the sugar manufactured 
being fed to horses, who eat it witn. avidity, or 
scattered 
upon 
the ground. 
One or 
these 
estates was owned by the brothers Arteaga. 
One of them, In the early part of Decem- 
ber, 
called 
his 
slaves 
together 
and 
in- 
formed them that they were Iree men and at 
liberty to go wherever they chose. He would prefer 
to have them remain with him until the crop was in 
and he would pay them for their labor meanwhile. 
They received his announcement with mncli. enthu- 
siasm, and unanimously decided to remain. As 
with all the negroes, when called upon to join the 
insurgent ranks, they manifested their entire wil- 
lingness, shouting, "Viva. Cuba Libre "> "Yma Ces- 
peaes i" and otner patriotic cries. 
From the statements of these engineers it is evi- 
dent that the numbers of the concentrated bodies of 
Insurgents, with arms for aggressive or defensive 
warfare, have been greatly exaggerated. No such 
force as 5,ooo and 10,000 men have ever been col- 
lected, nor is it probable that such number of 
effective firearms can be found in Camagney. The 
truth Is. now, as in the e'arly part of the Insurrec- 
tion, the rebels go about m small bands, numbering 
from fifty to seventy five, very many of them but 
poorly armed and with little or no discipline Lite 
tbe old Highlanders of Scotland, as described by 
bcott, the fight being over, each one returns to his 
native glen, ir it so suits him, to look: after his 
business or family interest, 
always ready at 
any moment to catch up his weapon again 
at the sound of the pibroch. 
Animated by a 
genuine spirit of liberty and fiercely determined 
never again to submit to Spanish domination, they 
seem not to appreciate the necessity of organization 
una discipline—all are equal, ana oiders are obeyed 
as they jibe with the individual will. TUougu tuua 
scattered over the country the aggregate of the In- 
surgents Is very large, and for any operation a con- 
siderable force can be easily collectea. There op- 
posed Lesca in his march from Guanoja to Puerto 
Principe 800 men thus collected, but as they were 
without organization and unaccustomed to acting 
together, even under the advantages of position they 
could not oppose the disciplined troops. About the 
same number were gathered to oppose the convoys 
of provisions from Santa Cruz to Puerto Principe; 
but the same causes operated against the insurgents, 
and, though they caused tbe Spaniards heavy loss, 
they were unable to Impede the progress of the train. 
It Is related that upon the return of the last convoy 
rom the coast It was arranged to stampede a large 
lerd of cattle upon it and follow It up by an attack 
in the contusion. A lookout was placed lu an ele- 
vated tree commanding a view of the road, with in- 
structions to give a signal at tlie proper moment. 
Seeing the troops In the distance and becoming 
alarmed ror his own safety ue signalled too soon. 
The stampede, as such, was a success; but the road 
was entirely clear when the troops came up. 
In an attack upon one of these convoys Colonel 
Porro, a brave Insurgent chief, was wounded. My 
nformants had a conversation with him at a point 
on tbe road, m which he expressed his [mention of 
taking the saddle again very soon. 
In the early part of April a grand junta or Con- 
gress was neld at Slbamcu, where were gathered 
reoresentatives rrom all parts or the Island, even 
rrom the vicinity of Havana. Cespedes was present 
and presided. Qucsada was, by a vote unanimously, 
elected commander-m-chief of all the forces ta the 
Island, and a resolution was passed, without a dls- 
sentlae voice, declaring that this contest 18 for an- 
nexation to the United States. 
Otner details or the 
action or this body are not given, but all its mem- 
bers were sanguine of success and determined to 
prosecute the war. in their hopes and prospects

Once opened, the Spanish, troops will He unable to 
move from tneir encampments or barracks In tho

he line or the road between Pmiclpe and Neuvitas 
cannot keep open the communication long enough 
o supply Principe for the rainy season. We are con- 
centrating every available man to oppose the repalr- 
ng of the road and the transportation of provisions, 
md either by preventing the repair or by subseqnent- 
y cutting tbe road we shall prevent the supplies 
getting m.

She Is bankrupt now, and 
matters are growing worse every day. Even though,

Some excitement was created m 
the better informed circles here recently by the fact

guiltless aud ordered set at liberty on the 27th 
nit.

Polayo and Tnunfo arrived, bringing 1,800 soldiers 
commanded by General Ixstona and Brigadier Gene- 
ral Amapic Escolantc. These are the same troops 
that have been operating for the last two months 
In the vicinity of Villa Clara, on the 23d the clly 
was thrown into a state of excitement by the ar- 
rival ol two steamers bringing the so much talked of 
Catalan volunteers. 
The Cubans ah" looked pale 


when their arrival was announced, the idea having 
become general that they were ramble beings, that 
they carried knives two feet long, and would 
put 
them through anybody tliat had 
the 
misfortune not to spealc their dialect. However 
they look very much like other Spanish soldiers only 
that they wear a red cap resembling a coffoo 
S™?6?'.,,1'^. are a nou* *>"• and very much in 
want of discipline. On the Mtn a steamer arrived 
bringing 360 colored troops. Tne number concen- 
trated here is about 4,000. and active operations 
have already commenced. On the 25tli half or the 
.battalion of Catalans and 800 ofthe artillery column 
lea for Puerto Principe, and this morning General 
Setona rollowed them with 800 men, includinz tho 
negroes. To-morrow the balance of the Catalans 
win leave under Escnlante. 
On the iota General Lesca made his appearance 
here most unexpectedly with 1,200 men. He started 
from Puerto Principe on the 14th, in conjunction with 
Brigadier Ferrer, tho latter remaining wittt 1,000 
men at the plantation San Jose", owned 1>yL. A. 
Price, and situated on the railroad, eighteen miles 
from here. The combined column camo down with- 
out firing a shot. This so much reared road was oc- 
cupied at last and nobody hurt. This excites much 
astonishment, and the question is constantly 
asked, "Where are all tno rebels ?" Some of the 
olllcera belonging to Lesca's brigade informed 
mo that they had seen large groups of Insurgents 
at a distance from the road, on the hills, and 
they had heard there woa quite a largo force on tho 
olll of Bayauvho. They tell mo mat the rood they 
came by was full of well built trenches, breastworks 
and ditches, and that 600 determined men could have 
Impeded their passage. Brigadier Lesca remained 
two nights at San Jose", and In one or the recounol- 
tros be ordered made he had an officer and a soldier 
wounded by snots fired irorn the woods. 
On tne loth a convoy couslnting of twenty carta, 
loaded with provisions ana guarded by 1,000 men.

Lesca, however* 
left nere ou the 23d, and, as we learn by telegraph 
had got upon San Antonio, on the road, without 
firing a shot, aud I am convinced that he will get 
through, in despite of Quesada's bragging. whlcS is 
about tne only thing he has ever done? From what 
the Cubans say he seems to have lost all his pres- 
tige. He has not done anything like flouting since 
he was appointed comrnauder-lu chief o? the insur- 
gents In this department. He seems to be everlast- 
ingly organizing; but it is evident that his forces 
represent nothing but disorganization. I have heard 
from good authority that many of the principal 
young men aie on their plantations, as they will not 
fight while Quebada is general-in-cmef. 
For several days aoout 300 negroes have been at 
work on the railroad to Principe, and a large force 
of soldiers will commence operations to-morrow, 
and it is anticipated that the road will be opened 
betore the rainy season sets in, as the weather Is 
very dry aud favorable. 


Napoleon Jorango is still held a prisoner by the 
insurgents at Tibanicon; also an American named 
Eobert Sterms, an intimate friend of Jorango, and 
who spoke m bitter and even threatening terms of 
his arrest.

The expedition which left here on the 24th ultimo 
lor Manati disembarked without any opposition at 
the latter place They started for Las Tunas on the 
27th, taking sixty mules, loaded with provisions and 
ammunition. They returned on the uth instant to 
Manatt foi more provisions. A running light was 
kent up both ways, and the troops lost about 100 men 
aud several officers in killed and wounded. The 
column consisted of eoo men, commanded by Major 
Bonlche. The sole object was to provide Las Tunas 
as the garrison and inhabitants have been suffering 
terrlbiythere the last few months, eating nothing 
but meat, and every sortie they made after cattle 
cost them several deaths. The insurgent chiefs that 
hover a&out Las Tunas and harass Boniche's column 
are Ficente Garcia, Artstldes Arango and a colored 
chief named Ramon Ortuno alias "El Mango." Those 
three chiefs are'said to be very brave, and often call 
on their men to attack with the machetes, but It 
seems, their followers much prefer to are on the 
enemy, shielded by the bushes. Yesterday afternoon 
the servant or the colonel commanding the darkles 
stabbed a blacksmith, wounding biTn mortally. 
The gunboat Matanzas yesterday bromrnt in a small 
schooner as a prize, having captured her off Roman 
Key. She had no cargo. Her crew consisted of five 
sailors.

SANTIAGO BE CDBA, April 24, 1869. 


On Thursday, the 15th. inst.. General La Torre left 


here at the head' of 1,500 men, with the intention or 
attacking the Insurgents In Ramon, where they had 
a fornfled camp. The expedition arrived safely at 
its destination and found the insurgent position de- 
serted. Some munitions of war aud rifles were cap- 
tured and the entrenchments were destroyed, on 
the 22d the force was again here. The command 
during La S&rre's absence, devolved on the colonel 
of the battr:iou of Leon, now here, who was, how- 
ever, relieved by Colonel Cansara, who arrived from 
Mayari on the 16th per steamer Thomas Brooks. 
This steamer brought several other officers, thirty- 
seven prisoners and three cannon, which latter had 
been used by the insurgents, though from their ap- 
pearance and corroded state they could not have 
been of much service. 
Her Majesty's steamship Doris, Captain GIvnn, 
twenty-five guns, arrived on the 20th, and saluted 
the Spanish flag. She reports the wreck at Magua 
of the Amencau brig Germania, with arras; cargo 
mostly lost. Off Cape Maisi the Dons saw a large 
steamer, apparently American.

The United States vs. Abraham and James YoOe.— 


The examination In tnla case was resumed yesterday 
to hear the summing np of counsel for respective 
parties. Edwin James, counsel for the bankrupts, 
made a nable and elaborate argument on tneir be- 
half. He commented upon the various sections and 
provisions of the bankrupt law, and contended that 
no fraud was proved. He argued that many of the 
wealthiest merchants who carried themselves "high 
upon the mart" had been compelled to mate sacri- 
fices in the hour ol pending ruin and disaster. Every 
dollar raised by the disposal of goods had been 
divided among the creditors by the defendants, until 
tney were compelled to succumb when their whole 
means had been exhausted. Counsel on closing an 
eloquent address moved tor a dismissal of the charges. 
Mr McKeou, counsel for the creditors, dwelt upon 
the large amount of purchases after the bankrupts 
must have known that they were Insolvent and the 
fraudulent preferences to favorites. He concluded 
an able address by urging the importance or the 
case to the -whole mercantlie'community. 
The Commissioner, In deciding upon the case, re- 
viewed the testimony, and said that he waa unable 
to and that there was any pi oof of a fraudulent in- 
tention on the part of the accused. Tney might have 
acted morally wrong in purchasing goods so recently 
before their failure, but all the testimony established 
mat the proceeds of the sales were applied, so far 
as they went, to tne payment of their debts.

Alleged Forged Bounty Checks.

Egbert B. Ten EycK, an actor at J?lsk's Grand 


Opera House, was arrested yesterday by Deputy 
Marshal Dwyer on a charge of obtaining payments 
on twelve paymasters' bounty forged checss for $100 
each.

Now tobacco Is 
the universal narcotic the world over, and even to 
the East, where other and daneerous otiTnnla.tl.ng 
substances have been nsecl from, an nnlmowii anti- 
quity, it is fast displacing all its rivals- "Win the 
coming man smoke f" we do not know wnat wuV 
stop him. Royal edicts, priestly anathemas, the es- 
says and nortuary appeals or reiormers, have an 
teen tried to prevent it and convince tne pnmlc tnat 
tobacco waa a deadly poison, bnt In vain. Medical 
men are abont equally divided as to whetner tobacco 
Is injurious to persons to good health, ana until the 
public really believe this to be the ease people will 
use it. Recently the current or popular and scien- 
tific opinion has turned strongly to favor ol the nse 
of tobacco; the views of the so-called reformers are 
looked nponaa not being sustained by the experi- 
ence of mankind, and Tre find that men )i ve Just as 
long and preserve their faculties to a good old aze, 
to spite or their constant devotion to the q.u»d or the 
pipe. 
TCHi THE COHISG WOttAK SMOKE ? 


A more proper question would seem to be, "Will 


the coming woman smoke ?" Tne Cuban ladles are 
said to be great lovers of the treed, and if tne 
"CJneen of the Antilles" ever becomes one of the 
United States who knows bnt the ladles of tnat 
isle win. make tne practice fashionable among 
usf Nothing would seem to be more probaWe.

selling at an average 100,000 cigars a day, besides 
what are sold In saloons, hotels and eating houses. 
Broadway Jias 78 of tnese stores, which sell on an 
average 20,000 cigars a day. Most of these are fifteen 
cent ones. Those which are sold for ten cents may be 
good, bnt .now it is an even chance whether a ten 
cent cigar is made of anything but Connecticut seed 
leaf tooacco, no matter what Spanish label may be 
on the box; and It is almost absolutely certain that a 
cigar wlUoH sells for less than ten cents Is not fit to 
use. The nrices of cigara vary from five to nlty cents 
apiece, and some are sold for a higher sum. 
Proba- 
btv they-average about thirteen cents each, and 
reckoning an average of 75,000,000 cigars ser annum 
used to this city, that would make $9,750,000 expend- 
ed for this one luxury; and IT we add what is spent 
for smoking tobacco, which, is estimated at at least 
$750000 more, that would make 510,500,000—a sum 
nearly one half the annual tases of this city. Our so- 
called Havana dears are supposed to be filled with 
pure Cuban tobacco, but this Is far from being the 
case. With the exception of the highest priced ci- 
gars there is usually a considerable quantity of the 
Connecticut seed leaf, winch is -used for wrappers, 
mixed in with the better qualities of tobacco, and 
can be easily detected by the practised smoker. The 
only way to be sure oC getting a flrst rate cigar Is to 
pay liberally for it. 
CONNECTICUT SEED LEAP. 
Dnnng tne last twenty years tne larmeis in the 
volley ol the Connecticut river have made the pro- 
duction of tobacco a specialty, and, with the excep- 
tion of the Perlque tobacco grown in a few parishes 
in iousiana, is the highest priced tobacco raised in 
the United States. Twenty-five years ago the farmers 
were selling their tobacco for five ana six cents a 
pound: very little pains were taken to produce a first 
class article, nor was there any sorting of the du- 
ferent qualities of the leaves. Bnt recently the great 
demand Cor wrappers of a fine quality lias advanced. 
the price, until tne crop is now sold for what would 
once be considered a fabulous sum, and during the 
lost season some of the farmers realized as high as 
flftry or sixty cents a pound for their best lots. This 
lg not the result of accident or speculation, bnt be- 
cause the tobacco erowers have displayed more than 
ordinary care and intelligence in producing it. 
They make a liberal use of fertilizers .and manures, 
and take the utmost pains to preserve the plants 
from being destroyed by worms or injured to hand- 
ling. No mother with her first baby is more parti- 
cular of its health and nourishment than some 
of these farmers 
with 
their pet crop, and 
the prices which they "have 
obtained during 
the 
last tea 
years show tnat this 
labor 
is capital well invested. 
It 
has advanced 
the price from thirteen cents 
a 
pound 
to 


1850 to fifty cents to 1869, and there Is no reason why 
it should not gradually increase to be a dollar a 
pound in lialf a dozen years. It should be added 
that these prices were obtained by the fanners be- 
fore the crop had undergone the usual sweating pro- 
cess, which materially enhances Its value and lessens 
its weight. The region whlcn is adapted to growing 
this kind of tobacco is very limited; it consists of a 
strip of land on both sides of the Connecticut river, 
from Midciletown to Northampton. The soil Is up- 
land, and a light sandy loam, which requires con- 
siderable manuring, for tobacco is an exhausting 
cron and requires the richest ground to bring It ro 
perfection. There are many nelds there which have 
been cultivated with this crop for the last twenty 
years ana as yet show no signs of decreasing pro- 
ductiveness. Ohio and Pennsylvania produce con- 
siderable seed leaf toDacco, but either on account of 
the want of care in raising or skill to curing and 
sorting, those states produce an inferior artfcle to 
tnat grown in the valley of the Connecticut. Of the 
248,000,000 pounds now nroduced to the United 
States the State of Connecticut raises 7,080,000, and 
this is eagerly sought for all over the country, on 
account of the soft, silky nature of the leaf, 
and its adaptation for cigar wrappers. When 
this tobacco has once passed 
through 
the 
sncatme process, whloh evpels a great part 
of the ammonia contained to the leaf and 
changes Its strong rank flavor to a mild and aro- 
matic one, It sometimes sells by the case from $1 to 
si 25 per pound. This sweating process causes a 
radical change in tne taste, smell and enects of the 
leaf, and there is as much dillereuce Between un- 
fermeuted and fermented tobacco as there is be- 
tween old and new elder, and any smoker will be 
convinced or this fact it he will compare the flavor 
of a good cigar with the smoke from a pipe in which 
01 dmary Uiewing or unfermented tobacco is used. 
Tire latter has on intensely stiong and fetid smell, 
owing to tue presence of a large quantity of ammo- 
nia in the leaf, and reminds one of the odor of burnt 
hair and horn shavings. We would advise all young 
and inexperienced smokers to begin with mild ci- 
gars and cheroots and let the pipe alone till then- 
nerves and olfactories ore accustomect to the weed, 
it is lar more difficult to raise good tobacco than to 
manufacture a first rate aitlcle; tne former Is de- 
pendent In a great measure upon the weather, soil 
and season, which are subject to a thousand varia- 
tions which the manufacturer knows nothing of, and 
nc requires an amount of good judgment and ex- 
perience, which can only be acquired by many 
\ears of practical 
toll and 
observation. 
A 
single hall storm, a severe frost, a few hoars' ejtpo- 
suie to the sun after cutting or a lew loggy morn- 
mss after tbe crop Is housed will often do an im- 
mense deal of damago to a crop. A successful 
tobacco urowcr must always be on the <n« mve for 
the latest improvements and discoveries either in 
tertili/crs or care of tho crop, and must never forget 
ttiat eternal vlzllance is the price or' a first rate 
article. On the other hand, the manufacturer pro- 
ceeds by a bet of rules and weights, by whlcn he is 
enabled to prepare precisely the quality wlilcli will 
suit the popular demand.

Our 
only apprehension concerning bis foreign 
policy is that his desire to avoid ^war may so 
entangle Mm in diplomatic cobwebs and re< 
tape as to render him powerless to do any- 
thing in giving a satisfactory shape and direc- 
tion to the Cuban or the Mexican question, or 
the Alabama claims. Upon aH these questions 
moreover, the powerful*interest of the bond- 
holders will be apt to prove a drag npon the 
administration. We rely, however, upon the 
progressive ideas, sagacity and moral couragi 
of General Grant, sustained by the 
drift of public opinion, in our expectations o 
a foreign policy which offers not only the Con- 
tinent for our occupation, but its boundless 
resources from which to meet our national debt. 


The News from Cnba.

full and interesting letters from our correspond- 
ents in Cuba, giving the most clear and satisfac- 
tory account of affairs within the lines occupied 
by the revolutionists that has yet been given 
to the public. 
The reports are obtained from 


intelligent American engineers who have b een 
engaged taking off the sugar crops of planta- 
tions belonging to some of the insurgent chiefs, 
and they bear on their face an appearance of 


the nation, and its moral and material power 
throughout the world; is without a precedent 
in American history, and without a compari- 
son in the records of the human race. If as a 
soldier the results of his strategy and tactics 
and his co-operative combinations of nume- 
rous armies, amounting to over a million of 
men, and "distributed over an. area of eight 
hundred thousand square miles, eclipse the 
grandest combinations of the first Napoleon, 
he has now -the opportunity as a statesman to 
reduce toy comparison. th.<s latejmperial pro- 
gramme of Napoleon the Third in both hemi- 
spheres to a mere bagatelle. General Grant, 
in a word, has the opportunity of making this 
government, by general consent, the arbiter 
of the American Continent, and he has the 
advantages for securing, through China and 
Japan, the commercial balance of power in 
Asia He may thus make Washington mor- 
ally the dominating political capital of the 
civilized world, and New York and San Fran- 
cisco the commercial and financial centres of 
ie world's exchanges. 


Cuba, Mexico and the Alabama claims cover

which 
the

position indicated may be secured for the 
TJnited States. The annexation of Cuba is 
only a question of time; but the time may be 
lengthened or shortened, according to the in- 
terest of the administration in the settlement 
of this question. It seems to us that without 
any difficulty, considering the domestic em- 
barrassments of England, France and Spain, 
the subject of the annexation of both Cuba 
and the island of St. Domingo might be so far 
pushed forward meantime as to be submitted 
for the ratification of Congress at its next ses- 
sion in December. Such, too, npon this matter, 
is the present favorable aspect of things in the 
Gulf, and at Washington and ia Europe, that 
we are strongly inclined to the conclusion that 
;he annexation suggested will be among the 
recommendations of General Grant's next mes- 
sage to the two houses. These acquisitions 
will give us the lock aud the key of the Gulf 
of Mexico, and by the law of gravitation aa 
;hey ripen all the contiguous islands will 
"all in. 


The possession of the Gulf involves the con- 


trol over every isthmus ship canal inter- 
oceanic transit route from Tehuantepec to 
Panama. To make this control effective and 
•useful, however, the absorption of Mexico and 
Central America becomes a political and com- 
mercial necessity. Having, since the removal 
of Napoleon's protectorate, given the people 
and politicians of Mexico a fair trial in self- 
government, in -which they have signally failed, 
we may now, without fear of European opposi- 
tion, follow the example of Napoleon, and, in 
the interests of humanity, civilization, law and 
order, take Mexico under our core, and by treaty 
with the local authorities provide also for the 
fusion into the great republic of the Central 
American States. 
The great 
impediment 


which in 1847 deterred General Scott from 
the acceptance of Mexico as a. free gift in the 
name of the TJnited States was ia the broad 
political lines of distinction and caste which 
at that time divided tho whites from our 
black and African-tinctured 
people. Now 


those barriers are »u removed, and under the 
new dispensation of "liberty, equality and 
fraternity" the hybrids of Mexico cease to 
1)6 an embarrassment on cither side. Sub- 
ject, then, to the will and pleasure of our gov- 
ernment, Mexico and the Central American 
States await the development of General 
Grant's foreign policy. 


On the Alabama claims the upshot of 


Senator Snmner's exhaustive and conclusive 
exposition of the cose for the United States 
has boea put into a nutshell by Wendell 
Phillips in this demand—a. full pecuniary 


instance exaggerated the numbers of their op- 
ponents, and when we consider how much has 
been done by these half-armed and unorgan- 
ized bands against well armed and disciplined 
troops we find it difficult to believe that the 
revolution can be suppressed by the present 
force which the Spaniards can put in the field. 


The great efforts of both sides seem now to 


be directed to the line of the railroad from 
Nuevitas to Puerto Principe, which was de- 
stroyed some mouths since by the revolution- 
ists. About seven thousand troops have been 
concentrated by the Spaniards at Huevitas for 
this purpose, and our letters state that Ces- 
pedes and a number of the principal leaders 
under him were in the vicinity with Quesada, 
concentrating their forces for the struggle. 
The pictures which our correspondents give 
of social life among the Cubans, who have 
taken to the woods to escape from Spanish 
rule, indicate anything other than an early 
surrender. From the other portions of the 
island we have advices of the presence of in- 
surgent bands in numerous places, but very 
little ia the way of active operations. 


Afliiira in Wall Street. 


The wide fluctuations in stocks which have 


been, prevailing for some days past in Wall 
street were premonitory of a sort of financial 
storm which burst upon that locality yesterday 
and produced great consternation. A decline 
m five-twenties at London, following an ad- 
vance in the Bank of England rate of discount, 
led to a decline in bonds here and a rise in 
gold to 139^—over three per cent in one day. 
The excitement was suggestive of the war 
days, when gold used to vibrate so violently. 
Simultaneous with this rise in gold there- was 
a sudden decline in railway shares, and a 
panic seemed impending at the Stock Ex- 
change. The "bulls" were in great trepida- 
tion, particularly during the half hour arouml 
five o'clock, when the building was closed and 
the excited throng was locked out npon the 
street. Towards six o'clock the crowd began 
to question the necessity of being guided by • 
the state of the money market in London, 
and, with Yankee independeuc e, took another 
view of the situation, the result being quite a 
reaction, although the feeling was still nervous 
when darkness drove them home. 


Boffcs CoKPOBi.TioN3.—The public should 


be on their guard against all bogus com- 
panies which the reports from the White 
Pine district of Nevada will be likely to sot 
afloat. Think of the many mining swindling 
concerns that have operated in and around 
Wall street during years past, and the thou- 
sand petroleum bubbles that have snatched 
millions from, the pockets of groedy aspirants 
for easily-acquired wealth.

ground in New York, tbe reduction of rail- 
road fares, the metropolitan tax levy, honor 
to the memory of the dead of the Union army, 
ferry facilities, the incorporation of the Har- 
lem Yacht Club and the New York Young 
Men's Christian Association, the condition ol 
the House of Mercy in this city, the affairs 
and charges of fare of the New York Central

?he Resource^ of tbe South-—The Conntry 


lor tho Emfgrant. 


At a meeting of the Fruit Growers' Club, on 
'hursday last, which was fully reported in 
resterday'a HERALD, several Southern gentle- 
men described the South, with its vast and im- 
perfectly developed resources, as a land of 
iromise for the emigrant. General Tochman, 
or instance, whose foreign birth precludes 
iim from being suspected of sectional preju- 
lices, and whose long residence in this country 
inalifles him to speak authoritatively ou tho 
ubject, presented a glowing but not exag- 
gerated picture of the South as a most desir- 
able home for emigrants from the North and 
"com Europe. Statistical tables show the rate 


f mortality to be less and that of longevity 
o be greater in the South than in tho North 
and West. The exports of the cotton, rice, 
ugar and tobacco producing States are still, 


IVB they were before tho war, greater than tho 
,xports of tho North, East and West com- 
ijned. "Tho war," said General Tochman, 
•has impoverished the people but has not 
changed the climate nor destroyed the fertility 
if the soil." The report for 1867 of the statia- 
ical bureau at Washington exhibits the fact 
hat the population of the Southern States for 
hat year was 8.6C8.709. -while their exports 


amounted to $328,406,787. The population of 
all the other States in the same year was 
24,910,765, and their exports $243,202,243. 
Thus while the Southern States had but 
twenty-eight per cent of the entire population, 
they furnished sixty-nine per cent of the total 
value of exports. 


What 
is true 
of the genial climate 


and fertile soil of the South 'in general, 
embracing, east of the Mississippi, Maryland, 
Virginia, Tennessee, Kentucky, North aud 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
and, west of 
the Mississippi, Arkansas, 


parts of Louisiana, and the great imperial 
State of Texas, which alone is equal to eight 
such States as New York, in size, and almost 
equal to the same number in productiveness— 
what is true of the entire South is particularly 
true of Virginia. That State, including West 
Virginia, has an extent of 61,352 square miles. 
No other State in the Union has such a variety 
of surface, of climate and of products. 
To- 


bacco, sweet and white potatoes, wheat and 
other grain, the fig and the olive of the 
Promised Land—which lies in the samelatitude, 
and is shone upon by the same skies that the 
patriarchs of the Bible were wont to gaze at— 
inexhaustible mineral wealth, coal, available 
water power and increasing facilities of trans- 
port and communication, are among the in- 
ducements that invite the emigrant to Virginia. 
A farm of three hundred or four hundred acres 
can be purchased there for what it costs to go 
with a family to the Northwest or to the Pa- 
cific. Long credits are offered, so that a 
farmer of moderate means can secure a home- 
stead at less trouble and e^p&s? Ihaa any 
where else. Moreover, the work of recon- 
struction is steadily progressing in Virginia 
and in all the other Southern States. It will 
doubtless be completed before the Presidential 
term of General Grant shall end. Those who 
now emigrate South will enjoy a sure prospect 
of sharing in its recovered prosperity and of 
bequeathing to their children a heritage o; 
sofid wealth. General Tochman and the other 
Southern speakers at the meeting to which we 
have alluded did not exaggerate the attrac- 
tions "of the South, and especially of Virginia, 
as the country for the emigrant. The old war- 
cry, "On to Richmond." has now acquired a 
new meaning. Southerners themselves have 
adopted it as an appeal to Northerners to 
"move on to Richmond with their hoes and 
ploughs and spindles and mills, and help to 
rebuild the Mother of States and of Washing- 
ton." Such an appeal cannot be made in vain. 


The Argentine Confederation. 


Since the new President of the Argentine 


confederation, Don Domingo F. Sarmiento, 
assumed the executive power, a great change 
has taken place in the Plata valley. Public 
improvements, railroads and telegraphs appear 
to be the order of the day. Now, our cor- 
respondence tellg us, telegraphic lines are to 
be run from Buenos Ayres to all the principal 
cities of the republic. This will certainly be 
the best protection that can be had against the 
repeatedgaucho uprisings which have kept that 
country so long in a revolutionary condition. 


The Argentine people have, since the date 


of their independence, been divided into 
two great parties. 
The marked characteristics 


of these have not been caused so much by 
political 
creeds 
as 
by 
the 
pecu- 


liarities of the topography of the country. 
Buenos Ayres up to a late date has 
been the one great centre of commerce. Here 
has been concentrated the wealth aud nearly 
all the civilization of the country. Two-thirds 
of its large population are English, French, 
German and Italians. The people of .the in- 
,erior, uneuucated, yet full of a sturdy feeling 
of independence, could not stand the dictation 
which characterized Buenos Ayres as a pro- 
vince of the confederation. Wars arose in 
consequence, and the now flourishing city of 
Elosario sprung up upon the banks of the 
Parana, two hundred and seventy mBes above 
Buenos Ayres. This new city has become the 
great outlet for the upper provinces and the 
;erminns of a railroad two hundred and fifty 
miles in length, now nearly completed to the 
very heart of the country. Other railroads 
lave penetrated inland to the west and south. 
They are all built by English capital and are 
all paying large dividends. 


Next to .the United States the Argentine re- 


public has had the greatest influx of immi- 
grants from Europe, and there is an immense 
annual increase. These are principally Ital- 
ians, who are very rapidly exerting an impor- 
tant influence, not only upon the Argentine 
;overnment, but upon that of the neighboring 
republic of Uruguay, where many have also 
settled. Political jealousies between the vari- 
ous provinces have lately become more quiet. 
Ono event is notable—President Mitre com- 
ileled his Presidential term and quietly turned 
over his chair to his regularly elected suc- 
cessor, Sarmiento. 
The interior provinces, 


although somewhat uncertain of the policy of 
the new Executive, have quietly submitted to 
;he laws and lend themselves to the general 
desire for national improvement and progress. 
The Southwestern tribes of Indians, who have 
leretofore made fearful raids upon the cattle 
farms, are receiving due attention. Freedom 
of religious worship has contented the Bottlers 
and merchants from other countries, and five 
or six Protestant churches, which the energy 
of tho Rev. William Goodfellow has called into 
existence, attest moral progress. 


The Argentine republic, in the fertility of 


ts soil and the superiority of its climate, is to 
South America what our Mississippi Valley is 
to North America. The Plata basin is but 
little inferior to our own great valley, while 
the water carried to the ocean by the Plata is 
far greater in quantity than tho drainage 
which, from our own States, flows into the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
All that the groat Plata 


valley requires is a good government, and tho 
prospects are that it is now on tho right track. 
With twenty years of prosperity it will be the 
strongest and most prosperous country in 
South America.

Spain and the Emperor Napoleon. 


Our cable despatches from day to day show 


that Spain is making satisfactory progress 
towards constitutional government. The de- 
bates on the new constitution have been singu- 
larly lively. There has been some vigoroua 
opposition, bat the government has carried 
all its points by large majorities, and the. pre- 
sumption is that the new constitution, without 
any serious modification, will be adopted by 
the Cortes. We have just learned by cable 
that the article of the national constitution 
guaranteeing liberty of worship was adopted 
by one hundred and sixty-four against forty. 
Thia in Spain, which has hitherto been so 
much under the heel of the Papacy, means 
progress of a very substantial kind. It ap- 
pears also from another item, of news that, 
while there is a strong desire on the part ol 
the people to have a change of ministry and a 
responsible chief of the State appointed, aa 
change will take place until the national con- 
stitution has been discussed in detail and the 
form of government finally agreed upon. 


It may now, we think, be taken for granted 


that the new constitution will be substantially 
adopted, and that Spain will remain a mon- 
archy. Who shall be proclaimed monarch of 
Spain under the new constitution is as dark 
a question to-day as it was six months ago. 
Montpensier, we have good reason to believe, 
is still the favorite candidate with Serrano, and, 
although Prim ia a somewhat doubtful cha- 
racter, he has not yet.openly differed from his 
colleague on this matter. It is notorious, now- 


that his noininaflon for the crown will receive 
the countenance of the Emperor Napoleon. 
The Spanish people have committed themselves 
against the Bourbons, and a Bourbon of any 
name or of any family, yonnger or older, legiti- 
mist, Orleanist, Spanian or Neapolitan, on tha 
throne of Spain, other than Isabella or her son, 
would be regarded by France and Europe gen- 
erally as a Napoleonic defeat. 


The question, therefore, becomes Cue of 


paramount importance, What wiH Napoleon 
do? Taking it for granted that Spain is still 
to be a monarchy, and believing that the con- 
sent of Napoleon is necessary to the success 
of any candidate who may be thought of, 
many are asking themselves the question 
Whom will Napoleon, support? Looking at 
the entire situation, remembering that with, 
the exception of Montpensier all the other 
candidates are virtually out of the field; taking 
into consideration, too, the obstacles which He 
in the way of Montpensier, it is exceedingly 
difficult to resist the conviction that the weight 
of Napoleon's influence will be flung in tha 
scale in favor of Isabella's sou, the young 
Prince of the Asturias. It ought not to ba 
forgotten that there is a power behind 
the 
throne 
of France, in 
the 
person, 


of the 
Empress 
Eugenie. 
She 
is 
a 


stanch 
and 
uncompromising 
Catholic. 


She has no sympathy with the liberal 
sentiments now prevailing in Spain. 
Her 


priestly advisers have even less. Isabella, 
whatever her faults, had the reputation of 
being a good Catholic—a favorite of the Holy 
Father. If Isabella herself cannot be restored 
the next most desirable thing in the dethroned 
Queen's interest would be the elevation of her 
sou to the vacant throne. If Enge'nie believes 
that the proclamation of the Prince of the 
Aaturias King 
of 
Spain 
would please 


the 
Holy Father we may rest assured 


that her influence will not be withheld. If tho 
Spanish people take to this idea we have little 
doubt that the experiment will be made. 
To put the copestone to the new Spanish con- 
stitution would be a great triumph to the Em- 
peror and would be flattering to the French 
people. 


There is one serious drawback to this mode 


of settling the difficulty. The Prince is not 
yet quite twelve years of age. According to 
the new constitution six years would have to 
elapse before he could assume the responsi- 
bilities of the executive. 
Those six years 


would be covered by a regency. Six years of 
a regency, with a queen mother in the country 
who might prove quite as impracticable as 
was Queen Christina, would not be a pleasing 
prospect for Spam, She has not yet forgotten 
the last regency. It is very doubtful whether 
by any coaxing or any compulsion she will ruu 
the risk of reviving the troubles which marked 
the early years of the reign of Isabella. Time 
will soon tell. It is gratifying to see Spain 
making such progress, but many fear that 
trouble is still in store for her.

Large numbers ol letters ate constantly being 
received 
from various parts ot the country, 
containing offers of men, arms and materiel In 
considerable numbers and quantities. A special 
agent of the "Provisional government ot the re- 
Dublieof Cuba"isnowstaaoned to tais city, who 
is in communication, and concert with the Junta. 
The Junta has fmpieme control over all matters con- 
nected with, the Cuban revolutionary movement in 
this city. Men who are ready and anxious to accept 
service in the cause of Cuban liberanonsnd .indepen- 
dence are plentiful, in fact they present themselves 
faster than they can be accepted, owing: to the 
fact of the greater difficulty of obtaining arms and 
equipments. Receipts are given, payable .by the. 
future government of Cuba, for all donations of 
arms, stores, Ac,, as the Junta does not' desire that 
snob, property stall be received otherwise than as 
loans, -which they belteve they will be tally able ere 
long to compensate or liquidate^ 
It is admitted that a number of men, armed ana 
equipped, embarKed from this port for.. Cuba oa 
Tuesday last, but the sensational Bohemian accounts 
of the affair published were incorrect In two very 
Important primary particulars—tne number, instead 
of being 1.000, was about loo, and, the vessel in 
which they sailed most decidedly was-not the Arago.

MASSACHUSETTS. 


Decided Victory for the Advocates of Woman 


SolTragc—Recommendation of tho Senate 
Committee- to Grant Womon tho Elective 
FrancUIse—TUo tord Bond ttotobery—Defeat 
of the Prohibitory IJiauor Caw. 


BOSTON, May T, 1809. 


The woman suffrage question Is beginning to be 


regarded as otherwise than a farce to Mossachu 
setts. The strong mined of tho sax who have been 
demanding what they claim to be their rights from 
the Legislature have gained » decided victory, and 
their Joy and enthusiasm Know noj bounds. The 
committee which has been considering the matter 
for two or three months submitted a favorable re- 
port to the Senate this afternoon, in the presence of 
a gallery full of jubilant women, and when the read- 
Ing of the document was completed their Im- 
pulse was to unite In a round of cheering. The 
report 
is 
quite lengthy. 
Speaking first, 
of 
the number or petitions presented and the 
Importance of the subject, and then entering 
into a detailed history of the progress of tins reform 
In the public mind during the past few years; it also 
enumerates to detail some of the results which will 
naturally follow on the introduction of female suf- 
frage Into politics, gives the multiplied arguments 
to favor of and m answer to the oBjections of this 
change, and closes with the recommendation or the 
adoption of an amendment granting the women the 
privileges they ast for. The report is signed by nine 
out of tea ot the committee, the dissenting member 
belnr Hev. Mr. Dowse, a Senator from Middlesex. 
1 he resolution, preceding the proposed amendment 
and the amendment Itaeli are as follows:— 


Resolved, by both houses, the enmo being agreed to by a 
majority of tfio Senators and two thirds of the members of 
tho House of Representatives present and rating thoreoa. 
That H Is expedient to alter tbe constitution of this common- 
wealth by adopting tho subjoined artlclo of amendment, and 
tbat tbo same, as uius agreed to, be entered on tho journals 
of both houses, with the yeas snd nays taken thereon, and 
referred to tbo General Court next to be chosen , IUQ same to 
be published to tbe end thut If aerooti lo by the General Court 
neit to be cbonen In tho manner provldea l>y the constitution, 
H may be submitted lo the people for their approval and rati- 
fication, la order that. It raay become a part of tho constitu- 
tion of tbe commonwealth. 
Tho article of amendment proposed as above is OB fol- 


lows-—Tbe word "mule" Is hereby stricken from tUo third 
article of the amendment of the constitution. Hereafter tbe 
women of this commonwealth shall have tbe right of voting 
at elections and be eligible to ofUea oft tho sama ternlB, 
relations and qualifications, and subject to tbe same restric- 
tions and disabilities as mala citizen* of tola common 
wooltb now aro, and no othere. 


The matter will probably not come up for discus- 
sion before next weelc, ana in the meantime the 
friends of tho measure, arc Industrious to securing 
the lufluenc* of the members in its behalf, and they 
aro not without hope that it will pass both branches. 
Tne nnal hearing before the Legislative Committee 
on the subject of the Metropolitan Police toot place 
last evening, when an affidavit of detective John S. 
young, of Kcw York, was read, detailing the cir- 
cumstances connected with the Lord bond robbery. 
Mr. Youns says:—"Air. Lord gave me a written 
power of attorney, as also did Mr. Barron. I con- 
ferred with and ooted under the advice of A. Oakey 
Hall, then District Attorney and now Mayor of New 
YorK. We both concluded that there was no reason- 
able chance of convicting any one of the crime, and 
Mr. Hall was fully satisfied to have me direotimy at- 
tention chieny to the r«covery of ths property. Al- 
though several parties were arrested and indicted 
In New York, yet no evidence could be procured 
sufficient to warrant their trial." The affidavit 
further sayst—"The only money paid to Messrs.

and Jones or any other

Boston was 48,000, and this was all the compensa- 
tion received bv them and others for many months 
of service and many Journeys to Moutroal, New 
YorK, Philadelphia and elsewhere, and forthe^e- 
covery of between $300,000 and 4400,000. There 
never was any suspicion of unfaithfulness or of any 
kind of misconduct on the part of Heath or Jones."

dience. The lecturer aald he was happy to be abl 
to lecture for the beneflt of the wounded of Cuba am 
to ad<l his mite to their cause. He would give them 
tfiat night an account of tne geography of Equatoria 
Africa- He had travelled in that; country more than 
fifteen thousand miles on foot, and brought horn 
several thousand stuffed birds, one thousand quad 
rupeds, very nearly three hundred skeletons of wild 
beasts, 
over thirty gorillas' sKius ana stele- 
tons, chimpanzees— to fact be brought all the 
beasts he could, with the exception of elephants, 
which were rather too bin to Be corned. (Laughter. 
He also brought some stuffed hyppopotaml, be- 
sides rentilos, insects and shells. This country lay 
under the equator, north and south of it- His ex 
ploratlons had demonstrated that all that part o 
central Africa was nothing but an immense forest, 
where trees grow to a gigantic size. Under all th 
trees there was an immense jangle, where no man 
could penetrate. JPhere were two seasons on the sea 
shore— the rainy and the dry— the rainy beginning to 
September and lasting until May, and the dry 1 
June, July and August. March and April were th 
hottest months to the year, the thermometer to th 
sun standtog sometimes at 140 degrees, 'ihe amount 
of ram falling was 223 inches daring these nli>° 
moutas. in the mountainous interior It rained*" 
the year round; but to July and August tho ""us 
were not heavy and there was no thnnd"' nor 
lightning.

The day In Wall stree* oas been one of tUe mos

Tne work 
will be finished by the 1st of September next, when 
aperlect "belt boulevard" of 'VTestchester county 
will be completed.—i. e., this boulevard through 
TJnlonport connects with the Southern Boulevard at 
Momsanla, the Southern Boulevard, with the Great 
Central Boulevard at Foraham, it, in turn, running 
to Yonkers and White Flains.

THE UTE FATAL FBACAS IH HUDSON AVENUH, BSODKLYS. 


An investigation was commenced before Coroner 


Jones anil a jury last evening at the room of the 
Court of Sessions, In the County Building, touching 
the circumstances attending the infliction of the 
wounds upon James Douigau, who was stabbed 
during a sweet row at the corner of Hudson 
avenue and Johnson street on Sunday even- 
ing and 
died on 
Tuesday 
morning. 
There 


were a large number or witnesses and friends of 
the deceased and of the prisoners present during 
tbe examination. The prisoners alleged to have 
been engaged In the fracas are Robert Berry, alias 
Bubby; John Gilroy, James Carberry and James 
Howard, all of whom were arrested by detective 
Wonderly, of the Forty-fourQi precinct the day 
after the occurrence, and Berry was subse- 
quently taken before the deceased, when the 
latter was visited 
by the Coroner to o£ 
tain his ante-mortem statement, and identified by 
BonJgan. as being the man who had stabbed Mm. 
James Dowd, who was the flrst and principal 
witness examined, testified that on tne mornln™ 
of the 3d Instant he was to Johnson street 
about six o'clock; between that liour and eleni 
o'clock saw a crowd gather at the corner of 
Johnson and Navy streets; witness crossed over 
to the opposite comer and there met Donigan, 
who remarked that there was going to be a flgnt; 
they then parted and Donlgan went over towards 
the crowd; he soon after came up to witness again 
and said that he was cut, and said that it was "tnat 
young fellow going down there" who did it, but did 
not point him out or call him by name- could 
not tell who the deceased meant as there were 
a good many In the crowd; heard one pistol 
shot fired: this was before Donigan said he was cut; 
could not say who discharged the pistol; did not see 
any one run after deceased when he was crossm°- 
the street; witness stated that ne had not been 
threatened with violence if he told what he knew 
about this affair; Donigan was wounded be- 
tween the ribs and hip, 
and a part of 
Ms guts was protruding out of the wound. 
Mrs. Catharine O'Neil, the wife of Patrick o'Keil. 
who is also under arrest for being concerned in the 
fight, testified that they kept a beer saloon at the 
corner of Jonnson and Kaw streets, and upon the 
afternoon in question a man named Kilmaid 
came into the back room of witnesses' apart- 
ments on the flrst floor, in the rear of toe 
bar, 
and 
asked 
for 
a 
drink, 
which was 
refused him, and he then excused himself for break- 
ing into the house some tome before; witness told 
him to go away, and he then went out, and she shut 
the door; about an hour and a half later he came in 
and asked for orint; not getting it Kilmaid came m 
again about five o'clock, and she told him that her 
husband was out; he said he was a son of a b—h 
and went out; later in the evening some one came to 
the door and wanted some drinks, which her hus- 
band refused to give. 
The witness^ was here excused oy the Coroner 
from further examination owing to sudden mate- 
position on her part. Other witnesses examined 
were Patriot Redden, Peter O'Brien and John Red- 
den; but their testimony was unimportant. 
The 
inquest was adjourned, nntn Monday evening next.

A SHOEMAKER'S KKIFE, 


Stubbing Affray Between Knisbtg of St. Cris- 


pin—Antc-Moncm Statement. 


Yesterday morning Coroner Flynn was called to 


the New York Hospital to take the ante-mortem 
statement of Owen Leary, a shoemaker living at No. 
100 Newark street, Hoboken, N. J., who was stabbed 
In the abdomen with a knife in the hands of John 
Gallagher, also a shoemaker, during the altercation 
between them at their place of business in Warren 
street, as previously reported. Dr. Cushman, who 
saw Leary in, the hospital, is of the opinion that the 
wounds arc not mortal, but of that a better judg- 
ment can be formed a few days hence. Below will 
be found what Leary says In regard to the dllllculty 
resulting in the use of the knife.-— 


STATEMENT OF OWEN LEAHY. 
Myself and the prisoner John Gallagher were both 
working in the shoe manufactory of G. C. & T. Mor- 
row, Nos. 41 aud 43 Warren street. About twelve 
o'clock yesterday noon, while I was at my work, tue 
prisoner came over to me and began to talk about 
women in an Immoral way, when I tola mm to go 
away. lie did not do so, but continued his conver- 
sation, when f struck him In the face with my flst. 
Tnen the prisoner took a shoemaker's linife, which 
was lying on tne bench near me, and stabbed me twice 
in the abdomen. I fell down, and several men In the 
shop took hold of the prisoner, and prevented him 
from hurtlngltnc further. An olJlcer was called, who 
conveyed me to the Third precinct station house, 
and Irom there 1 was brought to the New York Hos- 
pital. I recognize tlie prisoner, John Gallagher, as 
the man who stabbed me. Tne case was then sub- 
mitted to tbe jury, who found that Leary came to his 
Injuries 'by being stabbed by a shoemaker's knife m 
the hand-) of John Gallagher, May 0,1809. Leary is 
twenty-seven years ol age und a native of tliH cltv. 
cailairher was committed to the Tombs to await tlie 
result of Leary's wounds. 


THE 3EID-EARLY PEflJUBY CASE.
